Colontl Robert II. Goodwin, biotherof 


Dr. W. R. Goodwin, of this city, is now 
on trial at Brookville, lod., charged with 
tbe murder of bis brother, Dr. John R. 
Goodwin. A statement of the tragic affair 
appeared in these columns a few days 
after the occurrence. For the benefit of 
those who have forgotten the facts con- 
nected with the shooting, we give the 
following extract from tbe Danville -Y«a>.» 
of Nov 29th: 


The crime lor which Col. Goodwin stands ac- 


cused was committed OD the Jrd day of May, 
IbK). He had returned from Indianapolis only 
lour days previous, having then been discharg- 
ed irom the lusane asylum. He bad not been 
confined in the asylum on account of insanity, 
but only to receive treatment n= an inebriate. 
Re returued, smarting umler the self-imputed 
disgrace of having been sent to an institution 
prepared for pcop'e ol unsoucil mind. He 
came fuliv convinced that his brother John 
had been instrumental tn sending him there, 
and that be was assisted by Z. T. Hutcmneon 
and Dr. M. C. Armstrong. Against these three 
K'entlemen the Colonel's feelings were hostile^ 
and he sternly demanded revenge for fancied 
indiptmty and injury. Returning, bis first im- 
pulse was to examine and put in proper repair 
his revolver, a fine weapon, thirty-two caliber, 
and having satisfied bimeelf m that particular, 
his next movement was to watch a favorable 
opportunity. This was afforded him on Mon 
day af ternoon, May 3, at about <::W o'clock. 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati CnMtti 


snjs. Dr. John R. Goodwin was a lay member 
of tte Methodist General Conference, tnen In 
session at Cincinnati. He bad returned home 
on Saturday morning preceding his death, and 
intended returning to Cincinnati Monday eve- 
ning.

was well known iind highly respected by all 
\vboknewbim. HIB public life was spotless, 
and at the^time of hie death his name was fa- 
vorably mentioned .n connection with the 
gubernatorialottice. In Brookville his name 
wae a household word. The poor knew him In 
more ways than one. He was their benefac- 
tor. His life was as a> sweet dream, a smooth 
river, ft ray of sunshine. In politics, in the 
church, the Sabbath school, everywhere, he 
was regarJed as a leader.

had been offered ;him to constrain fjirn 
to accept, he said : "Gentlemen, I am 
no traitor. I sec enough of treachery 
to the {cause of candidates in delega- 
tions outside ot my own.

THE remaining steps in tho election 


of President are as follows : On the 
first Wednesday in December, which 
this year will fall on the first day of the 
month, the Electors arc to meet "at 2 
o'clock, p. m. in 'the Capitals of their 
respective States and cast their votes 
for President and Vice President. The 
law requiies that they should be pres- 
ent a.t that place upon the very day and 
hour specified. 
On one occasion the 


votes of a Western State whose Elec- 
tors, detained by a saow-storm, failed to 
reach the 
Capital in time, weic not 


counted by Congress. 
No formal de- 


cision was rendered, but the refusal to 
count is generally regarded as tanU- 
mount to a ruling of that kind. The 
Electors when assembled vote each for 
his choice for President snd Vice Pres- 
ident. One copy will be deposited in 
the archives of the State, another will 
be forwarded by mail to the President 
of tho Senate, and a third will be sent 
to Washington by the hands of a spe- 
cial messenger to be delivered to the 
Secretary of State.

To begin with, there is » degree of 


dignity and stately bearing about the 
court and its members, which permeates 
even io the most 
bumble attache. 


There is quiet io the court-room which 
recalls the Sabbath of the Covenanters. 
When one enters, the involuntary feel- 
ing comes on that the room is set aside 
only for tho contemplation of the. sober 
side of life, and woe to him who jibes 
or jokes in the august presence oj the 
court. 
The court ib opened about this 


fashion. 
At 
12 o'clock (noon) the 


justices come in from the consulting 
rooms and take their scats on the benoh.^ 
Away to the left ot the chamber is seen 
» youthful officer, whoso business is to 
catch the first glimpse of the advancing 
judges. Then comes three raps with a 
ponderous gavel by the same officer. 
This ia meant as a signal for tbo audi- 
ence to rise. Then, with the Chief 
Justice in advance, the judges enter 
from the tight of the chamber. To the 
rear of the justices' seats is ao aisle, 
ID the center is an arched entrance for 
the Chief Justice. Through this aisle 
the judges file and take position on the 
right and left. 
None enter until tho 


Chief Justice emerges from the center 
entrance. 
After all have |filed in, the 


Chief Justice makes a graceful obcsi- 
ance to the audience. 
Then the jus- 


tices take seats, a stroke of the gavel ' 
is tuade-and the audience scats itself. 
The opening of the court falls upon a 
youthful official, 
it is after the old 


English form, "Oh, yea ; oh, jca," etc., 
and concludes with the words, "God 
bles? the honorable Supreme Court." 
The court is now ready . for business. 
All the justices are clad 'in black silk 
gowns with an ecclesiastical out.

the dispatch of business the Chief Jus- 
tice is quite expeditious. 
He is always 


ready with a ruply to a question, and 
eminently 
satisfactory. 
The judges 


on the bench assume different attitudes. 
Justice Miller sinks down low in his 
chair, and but little of him can be seen 
but the top of his head.

Justice Bradley. 
The Chief Justice 


sits erect-most of the -time when not 
hearing an argument, busy in consult- 
ing the calendar.

.year beginning with July, which is the 
business year in textile industries, there 
has been "a protracted struggle over thc 
price at whicli the principal business of 
the yeai was to be _elone. 
During this 


period thc policy 'of all purchasers. 
whether of law materials or of finished 
goods, has been to buy only ,for imme- 
diate necessities, and the consequence 
has been the exhaustion of stocks all 
around, the manufaetuiers wisely re- 
fraining from 
making up goods for 


which they had no orders. This state 
of things ended before the close of Oc- 
tober, however, and some premonitions 
ot activity were observable in the mar- 
kets tor certain classes of goods. These 
were followed by large purchases of 
wool, especially of Colorado and other 
carpet wools, leaving thc market bare 
of stocks of wool of that grade. This 
bad the effect to impart firmness to all 
prices, and to relieve the carpet and 
hosiery manufacturers from their pro- 
tracted dullness, and they arc now more 
decisively active than they were last 
•year at thie time. 


The manufacturers of ordinary cot- 


ton and woolen goods have been stead- 
ily busy and have had a constant de- 
mand for all the goods they could supply. 
On the whole the volume ot trade Las 
been greater than for the like period ol 
1879, and prices have generally been 
better. 
They are now, or from the first 


of the current month, again rising quite 
as rapidly as is desirable, but with no 
prospects of reaching the extremes of 
last year. 
In short, business in all de- 


partments may bo said to be fully re- 
stored, and to promise activity for three 
or four months at least. 
The increase 


of manufacturing niacbmciy is fully 20 
per cent, over last year, and all of it is 
likely to continue fully employed. 
A 


large number of new mills have been 
erected, and tho best now machmr-ry 
has been put in many others. 
If the 


proper caution is observed against nuk- 
ing up slocks in advance vot orders re- 
ceived. the coming season may prove as 
satisfactory on the whole as that of last 
year.

TEACH CHILDREN HOW TO BEAD ' 


MANC8CR1PT. 


Suppose our boys and girls were 


taught to read manuscript a little? 
They are taught to read print, but 
manuscript is not print or even like 
it, and they are left to pick up the 
power of reading that the best way 
they can ; they never devote half an 
hour a day for six months to manu- 
script reading. If they did, it would 
be easier to them nil their lives, aud 
they would learn to believe in \^\, 
bility as the greatest or, at any rate 
the most useful quality that writing 
can display—an immense improve- 
ment, if our experience can be trust- 
ed, in the usual youthful ideal" on 
the subject. The business of life no 
doubt, soon teaches children to read 
manuscript; but many of them nev- 
er read it easily, and retain through 
life an unconquerable aversion to 
the work, from the fatigue and vex- 
ation which it causes them. 
We 


have known men so conscious of this 
defect, that they always have import- 
ant letters read aloud to them ; aud 
others who would refuse any work, 
however anxious on other grounds 
to accept it, if it involved the fre- 
quent perusal ot long manuscripts 
in varied handwritings. No doubt 
the tendency to a broad aud coarse, 
but beautifully legible handwriting, 
which lias conquered the 
upper 


class and is slowly filtering down- 
wards, is diminishing this reluctance 
but it would be more rapidly re- 
rucveci if a little trouble were taken 
to teach children to learn to read- 
writing. They hardly see any till 
they begin to receive correspondence 
and are never compelled to read any, 
and consequently learn to write 
what they can not read without in- 
telligence and without pleasure.

neglected io one direction, and that it in 
closing and fastening doors after them.

others it is impossible to acquire facility 
and bandiness in the use of tools. Mod- 
ern ingenuity hag tasked itself to make 
up to a suffering world for the incapacity 
and negligence of people who never clo»e 
the door by a application of weight* or 
springs that will automatically do what 
eyery man, woman and child ought to do 
int'lnctiyely. 
But 
these appliance* 


themselves shirk their duties and they 
are not susceptible of universal applica- 
tion. 


There ought to be a thorough court* 


of instruction in our schools in the art of 
shutting doors. The first lesson would 
inculcate the elemental and simple duty 
itself. Boys and girls should be kept 
passing a doorway, each one opening 
and closing tbe door for himself and her- 
self until not n mother's SOD of them 
could leave a door ajar. 
Then the finer 


features of tbe accomplishment might be 
introduced. There are people who al- 
ways slam a door ; there are others who 
bold it open and close it no slowly that 
a whole procession of diseases, including 
colds io the head, catarrh, sore throat, 
diptheria, inflammation of the lungs and 
the epi/.ootic can march through and the 
mercury of tbe'thermometer bns time to 
get down into his boots. 


But without becoming too fastidious, 


it is important that every ouo should be 
taught to clone toe door and fasten it in' 
some way. Tbe mnount of time a pro- 
fessional man speeds, and tbe distance 
be travels in b;s office, in jumping up 
and closing the door after people who 
neglect that duty would astonish one 
who had not given tbe matter thought.
